Vancouver In addition to building 
cargo vessels and minesweepers at its 
shipyard on the Pacific Coast, the 
Canadian National Railways has 
equipped every cargo vessel built in 
Canada during the past three years 
with sea stores. More than a thou- 
sand items, involving sea stores of 
every description and listed on 27 
closely-typed foolscap sheets, con- 
stitute an order for each ship. 

Supplies are based on a crew of 
approximately 65 men for a voyage 
of five months. Besides Vancouver, 
the purchasing and stores depart- 
ment of the Canadian National Rail- 
ways also “stores” ships at Montreal 
Pictou, N.S., and Saint John, N.B. 
The value of initial stores for cargo 
vessels is $10,000.

One of the secrets of success in 
keeping house plants in good condl- 
tion during the winter is to start 
their care immediately the heat 1s 
turned on in the home in the fall. The 
renson is that one of the most com- 
mon causes of failure uring the 
winter is that the plants are kept in 
rooms that are much too warm for 
them. By the time Christmas has ar- 


otherwise in poor condition, particu- 
larly if they have been placed near a 
radiator. More house plants have 
been killed by heat than by cold. 
The ideal temperature for house 
plants is about 65 degrees, or better 
still, 60 to 65 degrees F., three de- 
grees less than the recommended 
house temperature both from the 
health point of view and that of the 
war fuel-saving campaign. If one de- 
sires to have the plants in any of the 
living rooms, the best thing to do is 
to keep the rooms as cool as possible 
consistent with personal comfort. 
he various plants have different 
toleranges to sunlight. Ferns should 
be placed where there is an abun- 
dance of light but not in direct sun- 
light, while, on the other hand, flow- 
ering plants as a rule require all the 
sunlight they can get, especially in 
winter time. Foliage plants are more 
tolerant to insufficient ght, but in 
winter time they may be placed in 
direct sunlight,

last longer. Materials going into the 
manufacture of visole is all-Canadian 
—limestone, coal, salt and water.

This year’s commercial production 
of fibre flax in Canada covers about 
40,000 acres with an estimated value 
of four million dollars.

LOWER RATES FOR 
NATIONAL PARKS 


Need of plans made now to open 
the. way for leasing of motor courts 
in the national parks has been ad- 
vocated by the Alberta Motor Asso- 
ciation, 

The A. M. A. says there is need of 
adequate and diversified accommoda- 
tions, It points out that such a condi- 
tion as that reported in some western 
parks when, owing to lack of accom- 
modation, people had to sleep in 
thefr cars, ip deplorable. 

The association says arrangements 
should be made now for the selection 
of suitable sites in the national parks 
and leases given for motor courts, 
Such a scheme would provide for ac- 
commodation in various price ranges. 

After the A.M.A. submission had 
been made at the recent conference 
of the National Tourist Advisory 
committee at Windsor, Ont., R. J. C. 
Stead, superintendent of publicity 
for the National Parks bureau, said 
that providing of cheaper accommoda 
tion for those in the low income 
brackets was one of the matters now 
receiving consideration.
